Since 
such a force could not be de- 
veloped at short notice, it had 
to be kept in being and this 
could be done on the curtailed 
Air Force budget only at the 
expense of tactical units. 

The Korean war, however, 
confronted the U.S. Air Force 
with a situation which could 
not be dealt with by strategic 
air power and which called 
for the immediate intervention 
of tactical forces in direct sup- 
port of the land campaign. 

By drastic improvisation the 
Fifth Air Force was abie to 
give the Army the help it 
needed in the first critical
